“On the testimony of most reliable 
witnesses, I lay before the minister 
of defence an account of recent oc- 
curtences in Battery 3 of the Field 
Artillery at Nimlau, near Ojmutz, 

“The battery commander Lieuten- 
ant Baron von Hofern, ordered all 
subalterns to begin the day by ad- 
ministering a sound thrashing to the 
men, The lieutenant himself started 
the operations by boxing the ears of 
a number of soldiers. 

“On the arrival of the company at 
Debreczin, it was found that the e 
was a shortage of twenty rations. 
Lieutenant Baron von Hofern there- 
upon mustered the whole battery, and 
at his orders the subalterns thrashed 
the soldiers with dog whips until 
they disclosed who had consumed 
double rations. Several of the men 
collapsed and fell to the ground un- 
conscious during the incessant whip- 
ping, whereupon Licutenant Baron 
von Hofern kicked them as they lay 
and another officer boxed their ears. 

“The next procedure consisted in 
binding twenty men with thick ropes 
to the top of a railway truck, whence 
they remained hanging for two hours. 
This punishment was inflicted by or- 
der of Lieutenant Carl Kattinger, and 
while the men were hanging the 
wagon was guarded by sentries so 
that the local population should not 
see what was going op.

Women Workers in Britai 
In One County 1,500 Women are 
Employed in Farm Labor 


In one county in England 1,500 
women are officially reported em- 
ployed in farm labor of one kind or 
another, This is according to a 
statement from the office of the food 
controller of Great Britain. 

This indicates to some degree the 
dependence of England upon the 
farm labor of women. Soldiers sta 
tioned in England, however, are be 
ing used to as large an extent as 
possible in the harvesting of the 
crops. 

Miss Talbot, director of the Wo- 
man’s Branch of Agriculture of 
Great Britain, reports that the con- 
ditions for the women working on 
the land are being made as pleasant 
as possible, and that they are doing 
all classes of farm work. In speak 
ing of the different types of women 
who have taken up farm labor she 
says: “There was the cottage woman 
hedging arfd ditching alongside the 
university woman. In the milk shops 
and out in the fields where the hoc- 
ing and manure spreading were go- 
ing on, I came across a tea shop 
waitress, a housemaid from the Man 
sion house, and an officer’s’ daughter 
This is surely something akin to the 
ranks of the new army, filled as they 
are with men of all classes, The 
farmers seem to agree that women 
have a special aptitude in the case 
of stock. “They are gentle, and that 
tells with an animal,’ they reported.” 

Official reports from every county 
iti England give due credit to the as 
sistance being given by women in the 
fields, showing how widespread their 
work on the land is.

Captain H. A. Pearson, of Toronto, 
Canada, who is to speak here during 
jthe third week of November, went to 
England with the original First Cana- 
dian Division, in September, 1914, and 
wus sefit to Franee five months in 
advance of the Canadian troops to 
estublish Y.M.C.A. huts, etc. He was 
through all the important battles 
during the first two years of the war 
aud was returned home some months 
ago as physically unfit, suffering from 
shéll shock and a broken ankle. 

After being released by the Cana- 
dian. Medical Board, Capt. Pearson 
was given special facilities in order to 
tell ‘the story of his experiences to 
the Canadian people, and he has ap- 
peared in- every Canadian city from 
Halifax to Vancouver. 

The story which Capt. Pearson 
¥rings is not one concerning the poli- 
tical features of the war, but a plain, 
simple story, without attempt at ora- 
tory, of the hardships and difficulties 
encountered by the Canadian lads in 
France. 

Mr. Haddock, one of the National 
Military Secretaries of the Young 
Men's Christian Association, was in 
Claresholm on Tuesday and arranged 
for Captain Pearson, who was senior 
secretary of the Young Men's Christ- 
ian Association in France in the first 
two years of the war, to visit and ad- 
dress the people in the different 
towns. Few officers who have gone

Experiments Prove They Yield Bet- 
ter Hill Selection Advisable 


Potatoes which have not fully ma- 
tured give better yields than fully 
matured seed. This has been proved 
by experiments conducted at the On- 
tario Agricultural College at Guelph 
for the past five years. The practice 
of plantin immature potatocs is quite’ 
common fn England. 

The farmers of this country 
riot on follow the same _ practice, 
and should combine it with hill se- 
lection, When the potato vines are 
beginning to ripen, the most vigorous 
hills can easily be noted, Vigorous 
tops above ground usually mark a 
Sg fs of potatoes underground. 

The mf gorous hills should be dug at 
the eine the selection is made, pro- 
| Viding it is late enough in the autumn 
lto insure the potatoes keeping well 
until planting time next — spring. 
Where the potatoes in a hill have 
particularly strong tops, are of good 
size and qgield well, they should be 
kept for seed. In hills which do not 
yield satisfactorily, however, the po- 
tatoes should be used for cooking and 
not saved for seed. An examination 
of the field at this tinte of the year: 
will demonstrate that some hills have 
resisted bugs, disease and droughi 
‘better than others, and that the yield 
of certain hills is higher than others. 
The disease-resisting and high-yield- 


jing hills will produce a better crop 


than seed taken from the common 
bin or from the planting of small po- 
tatoes, as is tsneied> the case. —I.C.N

Will Protect Birds 


Farmers and Sportsmen to Benefit 
Greatly by New Interna- 
tional Measures 


The international convention. for 
the protection of migratory birds in 
Canada and the United Siates, ratified 
in December last, constitutes the 
most important ~ and _ far-reaching 
measure ever taken in the history of 
bird protection. It affords the best 
means of ensuring not only a cessa- 
tion of the decrease in the numbers 
of our migratory birds such as the in- 
stctivoréus birds, the wild-fowl, wad- 
ers*and sea birds, but, in many cases, 
it assures an increase in the numbers 
which have been ruthlessly depleted. 
It affects over 1,000 species of our 
chief insect-eating and game birds. 
It guarantees to the farmer thé con- 
tinued existence of the insect-eating 
birds, the most powerful and active 
allies he has in the fight against the 
destroyers of his crops; and it guar- 
antees to the sportsmen a never-fail- 
ing supply of ducks, gecse, and other 
game birds. 

In fulfillment of its obligations un- 
der the convention, the Canadian 
government introduced the Migratory 
Birds Convention Bill to carry out 
the provisions of the convention, and

PRENCH STRIKE MIGHTY 
BLOW; UNEXPECTED 
| AND DECISIVE , 

While the allied troops were busily 
engage! in consolidating positions | 
won Monday in Flanders, the French 
forces of General Petain struck a 
mighty and unexpected blow against 
the German line northeast of Soissons 
Tuesday morning and made some of 
the most important gains of terrain 
since they threw back the army of

The stroke was made over a front 
of about six miles, from the east of 
Vauxaillon to Pargny-Filain Under

Exemption Tribunals. 


Exemption Boards have been chosen in such a way as to make them absolutely independent and 
removed from all influence. There are over 1,250 boards throughout the country, each composed of two 
men, one appointed by the county judge in the district concerned and one selected by a joint committee of 
Parliament. Being familiar with i al conditions where they sit, the members are well-fiited to appreci«te 
tuch reasons for exemption as are put before them by men called up. 


Exemption will be granted to those who can establish that it isin the national interest that they remain 
in civilian jite. This ie for the Exemption Board to decide after having received fuil information in each case. 


The grounds on which exemption may be claimed (which are similar to the grounds recognized in 
Great Britain and the United States) are as follows: 


(e) Thatit is expedient in the ne ett that the man should, instead of being employed in Military Service, be 
enyaged in other work in whic ene ty Shabitoally engaged. 

(ob) Thetitis expedier the nationalinterest that the men should, instead of being employed in Military Service, be
